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CHAPTER ONE 


fla’ilq, Settlesui and Settlement 

In 1886 Count Esterhaz from Hungary brought with himself 
a colony of Hungarians, Bohemians and Slavs, who settled about 
4 miles south of the present Village of Esterhazy, on lands since 
proved second to none for agriculture in the Province of Saskat¬ 
chewan. 

Notwithstanding the numberless trials incidental to pioneer life, 
the long and tedious trips to Whitewood, then the nearest market 
point, the severity of the winters, and so forth, the settlers kept 
courage and good heart. 

After 1890 prosperity commenced to crown the efforts of these 
hardy pioneers; but it was not till 1902 that a complete change 
came with the building of Kirkella branch of the C.P.R. from Vir- 
den, Manitoba via Bulyea, Sask., to Regina. After much serious 
discussion, the village of Esterhazy was located on 28-19-1-W2, due 
principally to the untiring efforts of Father Woodcutter, then 
Parish priest at Kapasvar. It was then named Esterhazy after 
Count Esterhazy who founded the Hungarian colony to the south 
of the town. Count Esterhaz did not remain in Canada but returned 
to his native land. 

In 1903, while the snow still covered the ground, came Messrs 
Wrightson and Flock to start a general store, followed by Mr. J. J. 
Sullivan who opened a general store in the fall of the same year 
on the second surveyed lot. Mr. Frank L’Heureux who bought 
the first surveyed lot in town laid the foundation of the Central 
Hotel, while Mr. T. T. Lake officially opened the C.P.R. station 
as its first agent. It will be remembered by many that a boat was 
used as transportation from the C.P.R. station to the Hotel and 
town proper. 

The early pioneers went to Mass and received the consolations 
of Holy Mother the Church at Kapasvar, their mother church in 
this new land. The church was administrated from St. Boniface, 
Manitoba, under the able direction of Archbishop Tache, O.M.I., 
who died June 22nd, 1894. The following year his arduous tasks 
were taken up by Archbishop A. Langevin, O.M.I. Thanks also of 
the early pioneers go out to the Oblates of Lebret who from time 
to time sent missionaries to encourage and console them, namely, 
Father DeCorby and Father Paige. 

South of the present church before 1906, the first Masses were 
said in a log hut built by Father Woodcutter. They were not 
frequent, but said on the cold days of winter for those close at 
hand.

CHAPTER TWO

In the spring of 1905 a meeting was called by Father Woodcutter 
and his assistant, Father J. Pirot, in Mr. J. J. Sullivan’s store to 
discuss the possibilities of erecting.a parish and a church in Ester- 
hazy. The meeting was so successful that the church was started in 
July 1905 and finished in September of the same year. 

On June 13th, 1906 His Grace, Archbishop Adelare Langevin, 
O.M.I. canonically erected the parish and then blessed the church 
under the patronage of “Our Lady of Victories”; but unofficially 
it was called “St. Mary’s” till 1942. Reverend A. Gerritsma was 
named the first parish priest of the newly erected parish. So to 
Fathers Woodcutter, J. Pirot and A. Gerritsma and to the first 
trustees, namely, Messrs George Hanis, Lesco Lucas, J. J. Sullivan, 
Frank L’Heureux, John O'Donahuoe and Vaclav Dlouhy, we owe 
a debt of deep gratitude and may, through this Jubilee History, 
their names remain with us at all times. Last but not least we 
thank all those who contributed in any way to the building and 
maintenance of the new parish. 

June 14th, 1906 was also a memorable day as the Sacrament of 
Confirmation was administered to the following:—

The first family who settled in this country and belonged to the 
newly erected parish was the family of Mr. and Mrs Wenceslaus 
Lomenda. They came to Winnipeg from Czecko-Slovakia in the 
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fall of 1890 and after spending the winter there, they came in 
the spring of 1891 to the district. We are very fortunate in having 
their photograph and it may be seen on this page. 

The first baptism in the parish records is that of Joseph Lomen- 
da, the son of Joseph Lomenda and Marie Knourek, who was 
baptized on the 7th of January 1906. The first baptism registered 
after the canonical erection of the parish is that of Francis 
Knezacek, the son of Laddie Knezacek and Rose Kubik, on July 
1st, 1906. 

The first Marriage registered was on July 13th, 1906 when An¬ 
thony Urzada, the son of Francis Urzada and Marie Weselak, 
married Johanna Bryks, the daughter of John and Annie Strecker. 
This marriage took place in the home of Wenceslaus Martinowski 
in Grove Park. The first marriage in the new church was that of 
Charles Schiminoski and Elizabeth Klimm on August 22nd, 1906. 

The first funeral was that of Wenceslaus Glazor, 28 years of 
age, on August 28th 1906 The burial took place in the recently 
blessed St. Mary’s Cemetry.

During these intervening years the following pastors carried on 
faithfully and with great progress the spiritual and material wel¬ 
fare of the parish:—

On these pastoral visits a Total of 372 children were confirmed; 
and of these 20 were converts. 

The first world war in 1914-1918 was the first event to break the 
tranquility of the parish and many of the young men were called 
to active service in His Majesty’s Forces. With them went their 
pastor Rev. J. Pirot. Father spent 5 years in the forces in Europe 
as chaplain and he was known for the great work he did in¬ 
structing the Catholic boys in the fundamentals of their faith as 
well as their moral obligations. Father was a real father to them

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all and many found in him a deep and lasting friend. During 
father’s absence Father Vorst administered the parish. 

Thanks to Almighty God who watched over father and the 
boys and for many a mothers’ prayer, all came home to their 
loved ones and friends. Father Pirot, however, had been seriously 
gassed and this bothered Father a great deal from time to time 
which made his parish work so often very hard. His great mission¬ 
ary spirit carried him on and he worked under this difficulty for 
23 years until his retirement in 1942. 

The next ten years after the signing of the peace treaty saw 
great prosperity in Western Canada and the community in Ester- 
hazy made great strides, especially in the methods of mixed 
farming. Tractors, cars and modern machinery made work less 
arduous and the time of pioneering was rapidly declining. 

However, this prosperity was short-lived as 1929 saw the devast¬ 
ating crash on the exchanges of the world, and at the same time 
drought raised its ugly head. This being a mixed-farming district, 
on rolling park land, it did not suffer depression in comparison to 
the prairies to our west. The great tree belt stopped the dry winds 
and dust was little seen, except that which filled the air from the 
prairies. Thus the period of recovery was not as long as in other 
parts of the province. 

To end this time of hardship due to the drought years, there 
arose rumors of a second world war on the horizon. It finally 
broke in the early fall of 1939. Immediately many of our young 
men, and later our young women, responded to our country’s call 
and joined the armed forces. The first spring of the war saw many 
of them in the front lines in Europe. A friend that will be remem¬ 
bered by the soldiers from our district is none other than Happy 
Young, a Chinese restaurant owner in the village, who ran the 
Overseas Club. Happy kept the boys well supplied with parcels 
and this took many hours of his time. As a token of their grati¬ 
tude, the boys had Happy made an honorary member of the Legion 
in Esterhazy. THANKS HAPPY. 

May we here remember these loyal sons and daughters—especial¬ 
ly HARRY TOCHOR, who gave his life—who gave the best years 
of their lives that we might live in a land free from fear and want 
and in a community freely practising our faith.

CHAPTER FOUR 


1940 - ^Ite Cftey Afund. £ intend 
of Pe+n-bwJze 


The hospital of St. Anthony was established in the year 1940 
by His Grace Archbishop Monahan D.D., under the pontificate of 
His Holiness Pope Pius XII and in the reign of King George VI. 

In 1936 on the occasion of the Golden Jubilee at the parish of 
Kapasvar, His Grace made a visit to the district and realizing the 
great need of a sisters’ hospital, His Grace discussed the matter 
with the parish priests and citizens, including the board of trade 
of the village of Esterhazy. Interest in the project was at once 
fostered in the district. 

The board of trade undertook to solicit the support of the vil¬ 
lage council and the councils of the surrounding municipalities. 
Delegates attended the meeting of the various councils and great 
enthusiasm was very evident. The Council of the Municipality 
of Fertile Belt was the first to go on record and their support 
found expression in the words, “That this council views with 
favor the establishment of a hospital within the boundaries of the 
municipality”. At the same time the municipalities of Dangen- 
burg, Grayson and Spy Hill warmly endorsed the project, as did 
likewise the council of the Village of Esterhazy. 

His Grace then set about to interest an order of Religious Sis¬ 
ters in establishing a hospital in the district. This was by no means 
an easy task, because from many parts of Canada the cry was then 
going forth from communities similarly interested. To build hos¬ 
pitals involved substantial outlays of capital, and besides, the de¬ 
mand for sisters was so great that it was difficult to spare them 
from the various orders. 

Saskatchewan had just experienced a succession of difficult 
years, and no Motherhouse of any community of sisters was par¬ 
ticularly anxious to commit the order to an investment of several 
thousands of dollars in the province. His Grace worked ceaseless¬ 
ly, wrote many letters of entreaty to the sisters. 

At Esterhazy, under the direction of the Board of Trade, com¬ 
mittees were set up to obtain volunteer assistance in the way of 
labour. On the occasion of His Grace’s visit in 1939 for confirmation 
in the parish, he received definite assurance of support from many 
sections of the community. Promises of actual cash grants were 
forthcoming from Villages and the Municipalities. 

With perseverance, His Grace solicited the interest of more than 
one order of religious sisters, and his letter to the people of Ester¬ 
hazy exhorted them to pray for the intercession of the Blessed 
Virgin and the Saints. Said His Grace in one letter: “Good St. 
Anthony must come to our assistance”. 

In January 1940 His Grace paid a personal visit to the Mother- 
house of the Grey Sisters of the Immaculate Conception at Pem¬ 
broke, Ontario. When he returned to the west, His Grace was able 
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to say to the people of Esterhazy, “There is hope; persevere in 
Prayer”. A few weeks passed, and then the long prayed for word 
was received that a hospital would be built in Esterhazy. The 
prayers of all were answered. 

On a day of sunshine early in June, His Grace arrived in com¬ 
pany with Mr. S. Storey, an architect from Regina. The site, first 
chosen by His Grace and also preferred by the sisters who visited 
the place and the people of Esterhazy, was inspected and found 
very satisfactory. This site, ideally located on a hill near Our Lady 
of Victories Church, overlooks the village, and to the south, east 
and west affords a broad view of beautiful undulating country that 
blends in the distance in the blue hills of the majestic Qu’Apelle 
Valley. 

The greater part of the property was owned by Mr. and Mrs. 
James Martinowski, and the remainder by Theodore Schafer, all 
pioneers of the district. These benevolent people generously donat¬ 
ed their property to the sisters. Mr. Schafer unfortunately did not 
live to see the great work completed; but Mr. and Mrs. James 
Martinowski were present to see His Grace bless the hospital upon 
its completion. 

Early in July the contract for the construction of the hospital 
was let to Messrs Wilson and Wilson, contractors from Regina, the 
architects being Messrs Van Egmond and Storey of Regina. 

Through volunteer labour by the people of the village and dis¬ 
trict, the grounds were levelled, the large basement was excavated, 
and several hundreds of loads of gravel were drawn to the site. 
Then, the contractors proceeded with the erection of the building 
with great vigor, and before long the structure lent its beauty to 
the village. Autumn was fast closing in when the finishing touches 
were added to the noble edifice. 

On the 6th of November, Sister Dorothea, as superior, with Sis¬ 
ter St. Bride and Sister Mary Edwardine, arrived at the hospital 
to make final arrangements for the official opening of the hospital. 
They finally slipped in very quietly as the first wintery days of 
winter made its appearance. Thus did the Grey . Nuns Sisters of 
Immaculate Conception enter the district of Esterhazy to begin a 
work in itself a fulfillment of the precept of the GOSPELS:— 

“BE YE MERCIFUL AS YOUR HEAVENLY FATHER IS MER¬ 
CIFUL-BLESSED ARE THE MERCIFUL—AS LONG AS YOU 
DID IT TO ONE OF THESE MY LEAST BRETHREN, YOU DID 
IT TO ME”. 

St. Anthony’s Hospital was officially opened in December 1940 
when His Grace assisted by many of the clergy blessed the hospi¬ 
tal. So was fulfilled the great dream of His Grace, Archbishop 
P. J. Monahan, D.D. and likewise the precepts of the Gospels as 
quoted above. 

Sisters, we of the Parish of Our Lady of Victories on our Golden 
Jubilee wish to thank you for coming to Esterhazy and for the 
great work that you have done in our midst. It cannot be paid 
in material things, but we ask God that you might share in all 
the blessings that will come to the parish on this the occasion of 
our jubilee. “God Bless you!”

CHAPTER FIVE 


< 74e 


Father J. Burns 



September 6th, 1942 saw the retirement of Rev. J. Pirot due 
to ill health. For the last 10 years of his active ministry, Father 
had laboured under severe handicap of poor health, a result of 
gas poisoning in the first world war, and only resigned when he 
knew he could no longer do active work in the parish. It was a 
sad day for the parish as he had laboured with great priestly zeal 
and built up the parish in every respect. Missionary life was not 
easy and the early part of Father’s work called for many sacrifices 
which helped to bring on his early ill-health. 

Rev. J. J. Burns from Sacred Heart Parish in Regina, where he 
had been administrator for Rev. J. C. Keohan who was on active 
service in England with the forces, was appointed by Most Rever¬ 
end P. J. Monahan, D.D., to the duties as pastor. 

September 20th, 1942 is long to be remembered due to the fact 
that our first church was completely destroyed by fire at 5 P.M. 
An old landmark in the history of the district has disappeared, 
but not forgotten. 

His Grace came to Esterhazy and decided that we should build 
and the collection realized $3172.20. An acre of land was purchased 
from the Gonczy Estate for $650.00, this parcel of land adjoining 
the other 2 acres of the parish property to the south. The small 
wooden house on the new land was torn down and the land 
levelled so that the new church could face south towards the hos¬ 
pital. The new church would thus be built partly on old and new 
property . 

The Community Hall was then rented at $25.00 a month for 
Mass on Sundays until such time as we would be able to build a 
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basement church. We were delayed in this till the next year due 
to government priorities caused by World War II. The hall was 
used for 15 months and the parioshoners certainly thank the hall 
committee for the same. 

Finally on December 8th, 1943, on the Feast of the Immaculate 
Conception, the basement church Was finished and on that day 
it was blessed by His Grace, Most Reverend P. J. Monahan. The 
completion of the uppper structure had to wait till the end of the 
war. The building of the basement church brought out the unity 
that really existed in the parish as most of the work was done 
by voluntary work. The basement cement on the building, 120 
feet by 40 feet, was poured in 2 days by two shifts of 50 men. The 
cost of the basement equipped was $6557.03. 

On June 9th, 1944, news came from Spokane, Washington, U.S.A., 
that Father Joseph Lucas had passed away from a heart attack. 
Father Lucas was the first native son of the parish to enter the 
priesthood; and after working in the Regina Dioceses for many 
years, had taken up parish work in the Dioceses of Vancouver. 

On June 13th, 1944, His Grace, Most Reverend P. J. Monahan 
celebrated the High Mass in Our Lady of Victories Church, Ester- 
hazy, Saskatchewan, with 25 brother priests in attendance. Intern¬ 
ment was made in the parish cemetery in the clergy plot which is 
at the foot of the Cemetery Cross. “MAY HIS SOUL REST IN 
PEACE. AMEN”.

CHAPTER SIX 


^Ihe New- Glunch 


World war ended in 1945 and grateful prayers of rejoicing and 
thanksgiving were offered by the parishioners in the church. All 
were waiting anxiously for the return of their sons and daughters, 
some of whom had spent the full 5 years in active service in 
Europe and Africa. But here let us pause and offer an AVE AND 
A PATER for one of our sons, HARRY TOCHOR, who made the 
supreme sacrifice for us all. Although buried on foreign soil, he 
is not forgotten—“May his soul rest in peace. Amen”. Thanks to 
all our young men and women who did a noble and worthy work 
and thus did their share to preserve freedom. 

The trustees now applied for kiln-dried fir materials and by 
1948 we headed the list for such material, but did not receive same 
till 1950. The contractor was Carl Larson of Esterhazy and with 
much voluntary labour from both the men and women of the 
parish, work was started. The building was to be of brick veneer 
and the blue prints for the same were drawn up by the architects, 
Van Egmond and Stan Storey, of Regina. 

1953 ushered in a dream that had come true—the church was 
completed. It is a credit to the parishioners who laboured freely 
day after day and also contributed to the cost of the building. At 
this time of writing the history, the church is valued at $72,000.00. It 
is the hope of the trustees that our jubilee year of 1956 will see the 
small debt that is left, fully paid. 

The final touch was added to the church and that which is the 
most important to a Catholic, His Grace, Most Reverend M. C. 
O’Neill, D.D., of Regina assisted by Bishop Flanagan of Juneau, 
Alaska, U.S.A., blessed the church. The blessing took place on the 
octave of the Feast of The Immaculate Conception. December 15th, 
1953. 

Another day in the annals of the parish took place in July of 
1954 when Father J. Pirot celebrated his Golden Jubilee to the 
priesthood in his 76th year. Father was born in Belgium and start¬ 
ed there his studies for the priesthood. The last two years of 
theology were taken at the Grand Seminary in Quebec City with 
his ordination in 1904 at St. Boniface Cathedral in Manitoba. In 
1905 Father was sent to Kapasvar as assistant priest and here he 
worked till his appointment as parish priest of Our Lady of Vic¬ 
tories Parish in September of 1912. 

Father Pirot will always be remembered in Central Saskatche¬ 
wan where he worked all his priestly days by people of all faiths 
to whom he was a friend and often a spiritual father.

CHAPTER SEVEN 

“MAY HE REST IN PEACE. AMEN” 


In 1955 the parish with the rest of the province celebrated the 
Golden Jubilee of the province and looked forward to the Golden 
Jubilee of the parish to follow the next year. 

However sorrow darkened this year of rejoicing as Father Pirot 
became very ill and confined to his home. He was missed very 
much by the patients at St. Anthony’s Hospital as he had faithfully 
visited them every supper hour for the past 13 years and brought 
consolation to them, all of which was greatly appreciated and 
certainly missed now that Father could no longer visit. 

On September 19th, 1955, Father passed to his eternal reward 
and well earned rest after much suffering. Father died as he had 
lived, resigning his will to that of His Eternal Father’s will. May 
his soul rest in peace. Amen. 

His Grace, Most Reverend M. C. O’Neill, D.D., on September 
22nd, laid Father Pirot to rest in the clergy plot in Our Lady of 
Victories Cemetery beside that of Father J. Lucas. Msgr. F. Gerein 
gave the funeral sermon in which he outlined the far reaching 
work of Father Pirot and in which he gave due praise to his faith¬ 
ful work for the church. 

We now have arrived at our jubilee year and plans are being 
made to celebrate the Jubilee on June 11th, 1956. The tentative 
plans are for a communion Mass celebrated by His Grace, Most 
Reverend M. C. O’Neill at 8 in the morning with Solemn High 
Mass in the presence of His Grace at 10.30 A.M. A picnic will be 
held in the afternoon at which it is hoped that several dignitaries 
will say a few words on the occasion. In the evening a social will 
be held in the community hall.
